Clemenceau, who 
is making a tour of the United 
States, urged the United States to renew conversations with England and 
France.

This court, tho speaker added, should 
bo governed in its rulings by an in­ 
ternational code of laws which should 
Ive simple and clear in their meaning 
am! easily interpreted for the com­ 
mon good of all nations concerned. 
The international arm y, concerning 
which Dr. Dixon spoke, would com­ 
prise of a body of trained soldiers 
whose allegiance would Im- primarily 
to the world at large which they were 
sworn to protect. 
“No country ha 
this plan of an in­ 
ternational code of laws, an interna­ 
tional court amt an international army 
under consideration at the presort 
time,*’ declared Dr. Dixon, "because no 
nation wants to abolish the possibility 
of w ar.” 
In answer to objections to his pro- 
posed internationalists plan Dr. Dixon 
declared that the idea was entirely 
feasible if human nature were so edu­ 
cated as to svh* the necessity of such 
a move. 
“And while the intellectual 
level of the peoples of the nations is

being raised, the ever-present danger 
of allowing brute force to raise up and 
run ram pant must be subjugated. 
“ Likewise,” the speaker continued, 
“m anufacturers of munitions of war, 
who at present f<*el no allegiance to­ 
ward any nation, must e :thor m anu­ 
facture guns and ammunition for only 
the nation in which they are located 
or their m anufacture m ust Ive taken 
over by the governments themselves. 
“ As the nation prospers, everyone 
prospers, but when the nation suffers 
every subject feels the brunt. We are 
living an international existence at 
present. We have left the community, 
state and national life behind and are 
now Kving in an 
international era 
when events all over the world a f­ 
fect us.” 
As an example of how remote causes 
affect us, the lecturer pointed to the 
shooting incident of the slaying of the 
Serbian crowbi prince which led to the 
World War. 
In conclusion, Dr. Dixon declared 
that the teacher*! of the United States 
can do much to help the advent of an 
amicable spirit of 
internationalism 
which will do much, he added, to 
abolish the desire and necessity of 
wars in the future.

Pardo de Tav­ 
ern, an eminent Philippine scholar,

There is a revival of the agitation to 
cease attempting to make English the 
i universal language in the islands, but 
j the conclusion also has been reached 
an “esperanto,” made up from all the 
native tongues, is likewise out of the 
question. 
So Tagalog, the language 
of the Filipino in and about Manila, 
is advocated.

The papers with the largest circula­ 
tion are published in Tagalog, al­ 
though the largest language group is 
the Visayan. 
No newspaper has as 
many as 20,(KIO subscribers. 
There 
are no country papers and few' in the 
principal provincial capitals. 
The stores are run by Chinese, often 
ignorant coolies who have established 
a business out of their savings.
